1. Chairman's Remarks

Executive Committee: Mr. Duff reported that the Committee had met and approved the 
degrees to be awarded at the Spring Convocations. 


Personnel Committee: Dr. Dubas reported that the Committee recommended the 
recognition of the Concordia University Non-academic Staff Association by the 
University. On a motion duly made and seconded, it was resolved: 


THAT the University recognize the Concordia University Non-academic Staff 
Association (CUNASA) as official representative of their members, and of 


permanent full-time and permanent part-time staff not presently covered by a 
collective agreement, in matters concerning their welfare. 


THAT the Administration be authorized to collect membership fees for the 
Association by payroll deduction for those members so authorizing it. 


THAT the Administration meet with the Association to clarify and modify 
policies and procedures to recognize this representation. 


Rector's Remarks 


Dr. O'Brien reported that a Governor, John Revay, had been nominated for election to the 
Board of the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada. 


Dr. O'Brien reviewed the planning for and financing of the library building projects of 
both campuses. 


New Business

His 
remarks were applauded by the Members.
